Mg) * Instead of using a noble gas to produce an inert atmos- 
phere, EKB uses the TiGl^ vapor itself« MgCl 2 and superfluous Mg are later 
distilled off in vaouo leaving a more or less pure or ductile titanium* The 
purity has not yet been exaotly determined*
